Dr. B arnard said: 
The hard est p a rt 
of 
preserving 
peaches is the taking the skins off 
the 
fruit. 
Peach juice stains and 
roughens 
the skin. 
It is full 
of 
tannin and strong, dyes. 
A method 
has been worked 
out 
for peeling 
peaches with 
caustic 
soda or lye 
which does aw ay with the n e c e s ­ 
sity for cutting off the skins with a 
knife. 
Peaches peeled with lye are 
ju st as wholesome, 
as those peeled 
with a knife, 
and if the work 
is 
properly done they look even better. 
When the solution is too strong 
or 
when the peaches are left in the lye 
too long the flavor is injured. 
The 
, cheapness and -peed of the process 
are added reasons why lye peeling 
i- helpful. 
The method 
fo r u-ing 
the lye is as follows: 
“ Use a large iron kettle fo r the 
proees-. 
Do not use enamel or tin 
ned ware 
unles* you do not care 
how it looks when you are done 
and in no case use aluminum which 
dissolves very rapidly 
in alkaline 
solution-. 
Make 
up a solution 
of 
fonr tablespoons or two ounces of

lye 
which contains 
at b ^ s t 
90% sodium hydrate, in a gallon of 
water.

Place the peaches in a tinned wire 
basket or in a loosely woven stout 
cloth.

Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 20.—Dr. j 
J. N. Hurty, state health commis­ 
sioner, today urged greater atten­ 
tion to matters of health by Iloosiers 
because “the future undoubtedly be­ 
longs to the nations which has the 
best health.” 
“IIn the last ten years the Ger­ 
mans have 
saved more men 
from 
typhoid fever than they lost at Ver­ 
dun,” he said. 
“ In the same ten 
years, the Americans lost from ty­ 
phoid as many as the Germans sav­ 
ed. 
“The United States army surgeons 
tells us that only twenty per cent o f 1 
the Americans between the ages of 
18 and 35 are fit to be soldiers. 
In 
Germany sixty per cent are fit. 
“It is immoral to have a high ty­ 
phoid fever death rate and it is this 
immorality and the immorality of 
having other preventable 
diseases 
which gives us only twenty sound 
ment out of 100. The care of public 
health is the first duty of the states­ 
man and let 
pray that stalesmen 
of this practical kind will soon come 
to Indiana.”
